1 . DURING CONVERSATION WITH FRG DEPUTY PERM REP KITTEL 
MARCH 25, DCM MENTIONED THAT SOVIET DCM IN BRUSSELS HAS 
RAISED QUESTION OF TERRITORIAL APPLICATION OF US/EC GIFA 
WITH EMBASSY CHARGE RENNER. DCM NOTED THAT RENNER HAD USED 
SAME LINE WITH SOVIET DCM AS EC HAD (PARA 2 REFTEL), I.E., 

AGREEMENT NOT RECIPROCAL AND APPLIED ONLY TO EC FISHING IN 
US WATERS. 

2. DISCUSSSION THEN TOUCHED ON QUESTION OF WHETHER IT WOULD 
BE USEFUL TO AMEND, IN SOME FORM, US/EC GIFA TO INCLUDE 
TERRITORIAL APPLICATION CLAUSE AS IN DRAFT WHICH EC HAS GIVEN 
USSR. DCM TOLD KITTEL THAT HE HAD NO INSTRUCTIONS ON THIS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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BUT THAT PERSONALLY HE THOUGHT IT WOULD BE VERY AWKWARD TO 
TRY TO CHANGE GIFA AFTER IT HAD ALREADY GONE THROUGH CONGRESS. 

HE ALSO SAID HE FELT THAT CURRENT LINE EC WAS USING WAS 
APPROPRIATE AND THAT, IF EC WANTED TO GO ON RECORD WITH US 
WITH REQUIREMENT FOR TERRITORIAL (BERLIN) CLAUSE, IT MIGHT 
BE PREFERABLE FOR COMMISSION TO SEND US AT EARLY DATE 
PROPOSED DRAFT OF AGREEMENT REGARDING US FISHING IN EC WATERS 
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IN WHICH SUCH CLASUSE COULD BE PROPERLY INSERTED. KITTEL 
SEEMED TO AGREE THAT IT COULD BE COUNTERPRODUCTIVE TO REOPEN 
CURRENT US-EC GIFA WHICH MIGHT FURTHER COMPLICATE PROSPECTS 
FOR EARLY ENTRY INTO FORCE PRIOR TO OPENING OF GERMAN FISHING 
SEASON IN US WATERS THIS SUMMER. 

3. COMMENT: WE ASSUME BALL IS IN FRG COURT FOR NEXT MOVE 
AS OUTLINED REFTEL. WE WOULD APPRECIATE EARLY GUIDANCE 
ABOUT LINE WE SHOULD USE SHOULD COMMISSION APPROACH US ON 
THIS MATTER. WE WOULD ALSO POINT OUT THAT. SHOULD WE AGREE 
TO REFER TO AREA OF APPLICABILITY IN EXCHANGE OF NOTES 
(EVEN THOUGH WE HAVE ALREADY NOTIFIED EC THAT US IS READY 
TO DECLARE AGREEMENT AS IT STANDS IN FORCE), AND WERE THIS 
TO BE INTERPRETED AS CHANGE OR AMENDMENT TO GIFA, EC MIGHT 
WELL ALSO USE THIS AS A VEHICLE TO TRY TO ACHEIVE 
PROVISIONAL APPLICATION IN ORDER TO GET THEM OVER THEIR 
INTERNAL PROCEDURAL HURDLE. THUS, IF WE WERE WILLING TO 
ACCOMMODATE FRG ON TERRITORIAL APPLICATION, GUIDANCE 
SHOULD ALSO ADDRESS QUESTION OF FURTHER AMENDMENT TO 
INCLUDE PROVISIONAL ENTRY INTO FORCE PENDING COMPLETION 
EC PROCEDURES. HINTON 
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
